Town encourages 
employees to 
volunteer for FD

The Didsbury Fire 
Department is asking Town 
of Didsbury officials to 
lead by example and 
encourage its employees to 
volunteer for the depart¬ 
ment. 

Fire Chief Pat Dodman 
met with town officials 
recently to discuss some 
issues that the volunteer 
fire department has been 
facing, according to Luana 
Smith, deputy CAO for the 
town. 

“One of the issues is that 
they’re experiencing chal¬ 
lenges of having firefight¬ 
ers come out during the 
day for calls," said Smith. 

“We are going to start 
recognizing employers who 
do allow their staff to 
attend fire calls, but it’s 
also encouraged to allow 
the town’s employees to 
become volunteer firefight¬ 
ers if they want to," she 
added. 

Usually, the town has 
enough staff available dur¬ 
ing daytime hours that 
being able to give up the 
occasional man-hours 
won’t be a detriment to the 
town’s regular operations, 
she said. 

Because the town is one 
of the largest employers 
within the town and 
because many of its 
employees work in and 
around the town proper, 
Mayor Brian Wittal said it 
would make sense to 


encourage town employees 
to volunteer if they want to, 
because many who live in 
town may not work in the 
area. 

“And that's the problem 
nowadays, the majority of 
our guys work elsewhere,” 
he said. 

“Either they're out in the 
field if it’s in oil and gas, or 
agriculture or whatever, 
they’re not in town physi¬ 
cally during the day. So 
they have a very difficult 
time having enough guys 
being able to get in the 
truck and respond to an 
accident or a house fire or 
something like that in our 
area, so there’s definitely a 
risk there." 

It’s tough for town busi¬ 
nesses too, he added, 
because many only have a 
handful of employees. 

“Because if you’ve only 
got two or three employees 
and one or two of them dis¬ 
appear because of a fire 
call for several hours, your 
businesses, effectively, 
could be shut down, which 
isn’t good either." 

He said that by doing 
this, the town is setting an 
example, but is also help¬ 
ing the community in an 
unconventional way. 

“All we’re doing is we’re 
saying that we would cer¬ 
tainly allow them the 
opportunity, if a fire call 
comes, that, ‘Yes, you go. 
You respond to that.’ We 
feel that’s very, very impor¬ 
tant, unless there are situa¬ 
tions where there’s safety

Didsbury RCMP Cpl. Clint Gulash 
said a hit and run was reported on

The crime occurred on 19 Avenue, 
across the street from JD’s 
Restaurant. 

“With these kind of things, we’re 
just looking to see if anyone wit¬ 
nessed the vehicle strike another 
vehicle and leave the scene,” said 
Gulash. 

“And if we do, we obviously recom¬ 
mend that people see if they can 
obtain a licence plate and call it in 
with what they’ve seen.” 

In this case, he noted there wasn’t a 


lot of damage to the vehicle, so police 
were not able to get any kind of paint 
transfer to determine what kind of 
vehicle they should be looking for. 

“But just kind of a general request 
that if anyone’s out there and they’re 
watching and they see that kind of 
stuff occur to call us." 

Dangerous driver fined 

Police received a call about a youth 
driving erratically down the street 
last week, said Gulash. 

A member responded to the call 
and located a white Dodge Ram, with 
a 17-year-old male driver. 

"He was fishtailing down the road 
and was subsequently charged with 
stunting, based on the evidence,” said 


Gulash. 

“In relation to this too, he didn’t 
realize it, but the vehicle almost 
struck a pedestrian." 

Sgt. Jeff Jacobson said that 
bystanders saw the event, were con¬ 
cerned about it, and called it in to 
police. 

He noted that the driver was hand¬ 
ed a $402 fine and some demerits for 
stunting as well. 

“So basically the message there is 
that vehicles aren't toys or games,” 
said Gulash, 

“We’ve got to be very careful, espe¬ 
cially with the roads how they are. 
With the icy conditions, it’s very easy 
to lose control of a vehicle and cause 
a lot of damage or hurt someone."

Department was officially re-named 
the Didsbury Fire Department last 
Tuesday, Nov. 27 at a town council 
meeting 

Since the abolishment of the fire 


authorities earlier this year, the town 
has entered into a contract to serve 
Mountain View County when the 
need arises, said Mayor Brian Wittal. 
'““Because there is no more authori¬ 
ty board, they thought it would be 


easier to say Didsbury Fire 
Department, it’s less to print on 
crests and publications too,” said 
Wittal. “I think it just gives them 
more ownership of the department as 
well.”
